In the year 1770 Captain Book sailed 
nto Botany boy In bis ship, the En- 
deavor. A foraging of exploring party 
brought back to him tbe news of the- 
discovery of a new and strangely 
onned animal It -was described as 
mouse colored In hue and of tbe size 
of a greyhound. But that which struck 
Cook's men as most singular was Its 
movements. "It sprang or leaped with 
great swiftness by the aid of its long 
ilnl limbs," while tbe possession of a 
stri ng tall was also noted. On July 14 
a Mr. Gore, one of Cook's party, shot 
a kangaroo, the name by which tie an 
Imil was known to the natives. At 
their dinner on Sunday, July 15, 1770, 
they dined off kangaroo Joint and pro- 
nounced the meat to be excellent eat- 
ing. 
As early as 1711. however a 


Dutch traveler in Australia of the 
name of De Bruins had capturedla 
kangaroo, which he took to Batavla 
alive, so that Cook practically redlscov- 
ered the family.

LETTER FROM 


DOYLESTOWN 


Trolley Co. in Trouble with Commit- 


rioner. A Chatty Letter from o»r 


Regular Corrapondent 


Doylestown, June 26. 


- There seemed to be trouble between 
the County Commissioners and the 
Irollev Company over the county 
btidge at Croyaon. The original Trol- 
ley Company in obtaining their light 
ofway had to cross this bridge and 
just at that time the County Commis- 
sioners had expended fourteen hun- 
dred dollars in repairs. The trolley 
people then made an niter to build a 
new steel bridge* over the Nesbamlny 
the county to pay one-half find tba 
Trolley Company the other half and 
to allow tbe County the fourteen 
hundred dollars already expended. As 
a further consideration the Trolley 
Company agreed to forever after keep 
the bridge In repair. Experts have 
no* declared Ihe bridge to he in a 
dangerous condition and unsafe for 
travel. In consequence of this the 
County Commisioners have called on 
the Irolley Company to keep their 
part of tbe contract and finding Ihe 
present company unwilling to should- 
er the expense have bad them balled 
Into court by a writ of Injunction. 
Judge Byan very properly refused the 
rive days preliminary injunction be- 
cause of the interruption to public 
travel and the mattei will come up 
for a hearing on Friday. It Is sale 
that the Trolley Company will detent 
upon the ground that there never was 
any formal agreement, but the petition 
to the court by the County Cornmts 
sioners made at that time and the 
action of tbe Grand Jury who recom 
mended it together with the mnutes 
of the Board of County Comimsslon- 
ers, show that the original contract 
was carried oiit just as the Commis- 
sioners claim it was. Their second de- 
fense, It is said, will be that they 
are not the company witli whom tbe 
agreement was made anJ therefore 
cannot be required to carry it out but 
it is hardly likely they will set up 
this defense because if they do then 
thev have 
no right to cross the 
bridge and will at once be enjoined 
from doing so by the court. 
It is more than piobable that tbe 


caffe will be settled. It look as though 
the Trolley Company was parting for 
time to raise some money. One phase 
of the controversy, however, should 
be strictly investigated in the interest 
of the tax payers and that is if there 
was a contract how did it happen to 
get lost? If there was not a contract 
in view of tbe action of the Grand 
.lory and the Court, why not? 


There are many other similar Con- 


tracts that have been made by tbe 
county. Where are thev? Are they too, 
lost and Is tlie eounty at the mercy 
of every contiactor with whom it does 
business? While the Croydon bridge 
ruay be a serious matter there aie oth- 
ers more so, In the way of contracts 
and they should be attended to.

In the hc-av«r.s is the great nebula In 
tbe constellation Andromeda, which Is 
visible as a iiisty speck to tlie miked 
eye. It has iong pumled astronomers 
because, whiic its structure—a series 
of vast rings surrounding n ccntinl 
mass-suggests a gaseous constitution, 
its spectrum is continuous, resembling
